The card (opposite) is reproduced from an auction 
held earlier this year. It is not listed in the 
“Numbering System.” I presume there were other 
cards issued for the event. 
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In a 15 May 2012 Archives International auction, 
there were three lots of New England Bank Note Co. 
advertising vignette proof sheets. They measure 
10.5”x14"+, , printed in black on india paper. They 
“had been folded for storage horizontally”, and one 
or two small pin holes were noted. The were esti- 
mated at $1250-2500, for the first two and $1500-3000 
for the third (bottom, right). Including the 18% buy- 
er’s premium, the first two sold for $3,422.00 and the 
third for $3,835.00, or at the high end of their esti- 
mates!

In the same auction, a Plate Printers Union 1993 
Convention Book (F1993H) with Invitation sold for 
$354.00, against an estimate of $400-800. 


I would ask any member who finds these types of 
collectibles to share them with the membership, by 
forwarding to me either a scan or clean photocopy. 
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In each of the past two issues I illustrated an adver- 
tisement for American Bank Note Company 
(ABNCo) playing cards. In the process of recycling 
an old file, I came across an article that I had saved 
from the 30 May 1992 issue of Stamp Collector, enti- 
tled “Researcher discovers ABNC’s playing card 
past,” by Peter Martin. I don’t believe the publication 
(newspaper format) still exists, and I have no idea 
why I saved the article ten years ago, but it solves my 
wondering about this phase of the company. 


The author refers to the Encyclopedia of American 
Playing Cards, by Gene Hochman. ABNCo apparent- 
ly produced several decks of cards, most between 
1908 and 1914. In the latter year it sold its operation 
to the Russell Playing Card Company, Milltown, NJ, 
which was acquired by the United States Playing 
Card Company in 1929 and the plant closed in 1936.

ABNCo produced cards under several different NEW YORK 
brand names, but they all used the same ace of 
spades design (above, right), the center of which 
bore the company’s logo. The other illustration is of 
a label, the purpose of which was a matter of conjec- 
ture. The author had contacted Aurelia Chen of the 
company’s engraving division, but she could not 
provide an answer as all the records had been trans- 
ferred to the Russell Company. (Aurelia later 
worked with Paul Schmid at ABN Commemoratives 
which produced many of the SO cards.) 


It should be noted that ABNCo’s logo contains two 
dates below the eagle—1795 and 1879. The first date 
commemorates Robert Scott’s founding of a printing 
shop here in Philadelphia—the company traces its 
lineage to that firm—and the 1879 date refers to the 
year that Continental and National Bank Note com- 
panies became part of ABNCo. That was the point at 
which Congress had decided that the BEP should be 
printing the money and the bank note companies 
decided that there was not enough business left for 
three separate companies.

THE LUCKY KID AT THE SHOW 


My name is Kenny, and lam twelve years old. | have 
recently become a collector of the BEP intaglio prints 
Chis happened when my Dad and I won seven of 
them at the American Numismatic Association's 
World’s Fair of Money held at the Pennsylvania 
Convention Center located in Philadelphia on 
August 7 -11, 2012. 


(he drawings for the prints took place at 12:00pm 
and 4:00pm at the BEP Booth. On Tuesday the first 
day of the show, my dad and I decided to enter our 
names in a drawing for a BEP print which is hand 
printed on a spider press the old fashioned way. 
Numbered 1 to 100 and signed by Mike [Beck] the 
BEP printer. The drawing started and my ticket num- 
ber was called I had won, and then my dad won too. 
Following this, we found out that we had to pur- 
chase the prints for $50.00 each.

On day two both me and my dad won consecutively 
costing another $100.00. Collectors started to take 
notice and I started trading the extra prints for other 
BEP signed prints. On day three we entered our 
names and again I won. Now everyone started to 
take notice because by this time I had won three days 
in a row. That’s when I realized I was on a lucky 
streak. On day four, we stopped by the BEP booth 
and found out that my dad’s ticket number was 
called the day before in the afternoon drawing which 
we missed. After that, my ticket number was called 
and I won. By this time I was called the Lucky Kid by 
everyone around. My ticket number being drawn 
everyday was becoming a routine to me. It was also 
becoming a routine for my father’s wallet. 


So on day five, the last day of the show we thought 
that there was an impossibly good chance that we 
were going to win, not only because of the lucky
